necessa ry, a nd a ssess the costs a ga inst the respective property 
owners in the form of liens on their properties. Such liens a re 
virtua l mortga ges. 
By the sum of such liens, the owner’s 
equity in his own property would be a rbitra rily lessened until 
those liens, with a ccrued interest, were pa id. 
I he Borough ha s never felt like ta king such 
course, a nd 
we do not believe tha t the property owners would endorse such 
a rbitra ry a nd ex pensive mea sures a s the Independent seem­ 
ingly a dvoca tes. Is tha t rea lly wha t the Bucks County Inde­ 
pendent is urging the Borough a uthorities to do? And if so, 
ha s it a ny evidence tha t it is ex pressing the desires of a ma jor- 
runs- 
ity of the property-owners of the Borough? 
I o be ca ndid, we don’t believe tha t the Independent 
mea nt a ny such thing. We think it is fa r more likely tha t the 
ca reless uttera nces of the Independent upon this subject a fford 
just one more ex a mple of tha t newspa per’s very unfortuna te 
cha ra cteristic of doing its ta lking first a nd its thinking a fter­ 
wa rd. 
If we a re correct in tha t guess, then we think we ma y a lso 
be correct in prophesying tha t the Independent will a t lea st 
give a second thought to the ma tter before ca rrying out its Jlofm* 
threa t of inviting outsiders to Bristol for the sole purpose of 
pointing out the contra st between the streets a nd the sidewa lks 
of Bristol.
